in the 1961 through 1965 sessions; and

Whereas, during his tenure in the assembly, Mr. Greco served on the Committee

on Judiciary, Committee on Education, and Committee on Commerce and

Manufacturers and on the Building Commission; and

Whereas, Mr. Greco served as majority caucus chairman in the 1965 session;

and
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Whereas, Mr. Greco served as vice­chairman on the Governor’s Committee on

Loans and Scholarships in 1965; and

Whereas, Mr. Greco maintained a law practice after leaving the legislature, and

actively participated in community theater for many years; now therefore be it
